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Army Appropriations 
In Spot Light Monday 


THE first major step in what will 
probably be, one of the most im- 
portant legislative battles of the Army 
will be taken Monday, Nov. 18, when 
the military sub-committee of the 
House appropriations committee starts 
hearings on the War Department bud- 
et. 
: Housing, Air Corps. program, aban- 
donment of posts. and the authorized 
strength of personnel, probably all will 
figure in the committee hearings in 
some form or other. 

In regard to the rumors as to pro- 
posed reduction of commissioned per- 
sonnel, it is learned authoritively that 
the General Staff report to the Presi- 
dent does not recommend a reduction. 
That body, it is understood, believes 
that the ,present authorized strength 
is the minimum consistent with ade- 
quate national defense. However, it 
may be possible that, as suggested in 
the Journal last week, he report con- 
cludes with the statement that if reduc- 
tions more drastic than those proposed 
are absolutely necessary the only re- 
course is to reduction of personnel. 
But such is not recommended by the 
General Staff. 

Non-Military First 

Representative Henry E. Barbour, 
chairman of the Appropriations sub- 
committee told the Army and Navy 
Journal that the hearings will begin 
with the non-military activities—the 
rivers and harbors appropriations, the 
Insular Bureau, Soldiers Homes and 
others. The entire hearing will prob- 
ably consume about four weeks fol- 
lowing which the sub-committee will 
take about two weeks draftiny the ap- 
propriation bill before reporting it. 

us the measure probably will come 
before the House the early part of 
January. 

The hearings would have started yes- 
terday but the budget had not yet 
been printed so they were deferred un- 
til Monday. 

It is probable that many of the rec- 
ommendations embodied in the report 
of the General Staff to President Hoo- 
ver will be taken before the commit- 
tee in one form or another. Repre- 
sentative Barbour himself is firm in 
his belief that considerable economies 
ean be brought about without injuring 
the Army’s efficiency or harming Na- 
tional Defense. 

Barbour Confident 

“T am confident,” he told the Army 
and Navy Journal, “that considerable 
Money can be saved in War Depart- 
ment expenditures by methods which 
will not only not interfere with the 
functions of the Army but will improve 
its efficiency. I have not talked with 
a single officer or official of the De- 
partment who does not believe this is 
so. Every one of them can think of 
Some way in which a change can be 
made whereby money can be saved and 
the Army helped. 

“This all cannot be done in one year 
but will take two or three years, per- 
haps more, to bring about, for it will 
be necessary to make some changes 
and then to give the Army an op- 

ortunity to readjust itself to new con- 
itions befure making further changes.” 

Important among the projects which 
undoubetdly will be considered by Mr. 
Barbour’s committee are Army hous- 
ing problems, proposed abandonment 
of Army posts and possible reduction 
of personnel. 

Housing Resurveyed 

The War Department has resurveyed 
the housing program and it is under- 
stood that under the scheme to be pro- 

osed complete provision for proper 
ousing of all authorized personnel will 
be completed in the 1932 budget. There 
was some talk of spreading out the 
housing program over a longer period, 
but in light of later developments it is 
not likely to be done.

Congressional Study of Pay 


In Services 


Urged by Adams

TRONG endorsement of the report 
of the Interdepartmental Pay 
Board and the expressed wish that the 
investigation contemplated by the pro 
posed Congressional Joint Resolution be 
instituted is contained in a letter sent 
on Nov. 14 by Secretary of the Navy 
Adams to the chairmen of the Senate 
and House Naval Affairs committee, 
transmitting to them the full report. 
Declaring that “in view of the con- 
ditions existing in the Navy under the 
present law, legislation in revision 
*hereof is most necessary,” the Secre- 
tary states that it is his sincere hope 
that the investigation be instituted as 
he is “Convinced that the result of 
such an investigation will prove of 
benefit to the Naval service.” 

At the same time Secretary Adams 
points out that pending the “Presi- 
dent’s determination of his cpinion and 
policy on this matter of the compensa- 
tion of service personnel,” he is nat- 
urally not prepared to state that the 
Navy Department “specifically ap- 
proves the recommendations of the 
Board as to legislation.” 

This action is of even deeper sig- 
nificance than appears on the surface. 
The open endorsement of Secretary 
Adams of the proposed investigation 


by Congress of Pay conditions in the 
services, probably will be followed by 
similar action by the.heads of the 
other branches effected. Recently the 
Secretary of War announced that the 
War Department was waiting for the 
Navy Department to initiate action as 
the original appointment of the Inter- 
departmental Board originated there 
and it is expected that some similar 
action will be taken to get the report 
into the hands of the military Affairs 
committee. 

A sharp line of demarkation be- 
tween the proposed study and investi- 
gation by a Joint Committee as pro- 
posed by the Joint Resolution and ac- 
tual legislation to revise the .pay sched- 
ule upward as recommended by the 
Board is drawn by the Secretary. At 
present the important thing is to bring 
the question up for Congressional in- 
vestigation and to have the whole sit- 
uation thrashed out. Following that 
will come the introduction of a bill to 
rectify conditions if Congress finds 
that a revision is necessary. At that 
stage of the game the department’s 
attitude will be regulated by the ap- 
proval or disapproval of the adminis- 
tration, which will depend to a great

Good Critically Ill 


TF SECRETARY GOOD can continue 

his valiant fight until today, phys- 
icians forecast yesterday, he probably 
will recover from the critical illness 
with which he was stricken Tuesday. 
Late yesterday afternoon it was said 
at the White House that he was show- 
ing a little improvement, but that the 
crisis had not yet passed. 

Consultations between Col. William 
L. Keller, MC, noted Army surgeon 
who performed the operation Nov. 13, 
his staff of aids and Lt. Comdr. Joel 
T. Boon, MC, USN, personal physician 
to the President, have been held but 
no information given out. 

Despite his critical condition Mr. 

Good has given a few orders for work 
to be done at the War Department to 
his executive secretary, John Martyn, 
who visited the Secretary at Walter 
Reed General Hospital Nov. 14. Mrs. 
Good has an adjoining room at the 
hospital and is maintaining a constant 
vigil. 
President Hoover has continued in 
constant touch with Mr. Good’s con- 
dition through his secretaries. Many 
floral tributes have been sent to Mr. 
Good including some beautiful roses 
from the White House garden, which 
is under the direct supervision of Mrs. 
Hoover. 

Senators and representatives at the 
Capitol have manifested a keen inter- 
est in the War Department chief and 
made frequent telephone calls to the 
White House. Newspaper men have 
stayed all night at the White House 
press room, for information from all 
other sources was shut off. 

Secretary Good was stricken at his 
home Tuesday night. Following a 
diagnosis by Lt. Comdr. Boone and 
Secretary Wilbur, himself a physician, 
he was removed to Walter Reed and 
an operation ordered. On the operat- 
ing table it was found that gangrene 
had set in and that the excision would 
be extremely difficult. 

Assistant Secretary of War Patrick 
J. Hurley who returned to Washing- 
ton the day the Secretary was taken 
ill has assumed the functions of act- 
ing secretary. 

If Mr. Good recovers it is predicted 
that he will not be able to resume his 
duties for at least six weeks, so the 
burden of handling the bulk of legis- 
lative problems in the opening of the 





regular session probably will fall upon 
the shoulders of Col. Hurley. 





Hoover for Preparedness 


((LEAR recognition that the causes of 
war have not been removed, that 
he has no faith in the. reduction of 
armaments by example alone, and the 
clear statement that “I am for ade- 
quate preparedness as a guaranty that 
no foreign soldier shall ever step upon 
the soil of our country,” were high- 
lights of the Armistice Day speech of 
President Hoover in Washington. 

Speaking of the men who fought in 
the war the President says: 

“* * * They are the men who pray 
for peace for their children. But they 
rightly demand that peace be had with- 
out the sacrifice of our independence or 
of those principles of justice without 
which civilization must fail. 

“Such a sacrifice of freedom and jus- 
tice is the one calamity greater than 
war. The task of statemen is, to build 
a road to peace which avoids both of 
these calamities. This road requires 
preparedness for defense; it equally re- 
quires preparedness for peace. 

“The world today is comparatively 
at peace. The outlook for a peaceable 
future is more bright than for half a 
century past. Yet after all it is an 
armed peace. 


“There are fears, distrusts, and 
smouldering injuries among nations 
which are the tinder of war. Nor does 


a single quarter of a century during 
all the ages of human experience war- 
rant the assumption that war will not 
occur again.” 

In spite of this, the President says 
“* * * the world is becoming more 
genuinely inclined to peace; * * * but 
peace is not a static thing. To main- 
tain peace is as dynamic in its require- 
ments as is the conduct of war. We 
ean not say ‘let there be peace’ and go 
about other business. Nor are the 
methods by which peace is to be main- 
tained and war prevented to be estab- 
lished by slogans, or by abstract 
phrases or by academic theory. 

“Progress toward peace can be at- 
tained only as a result of realistic prac- 
tical daily conduct amongst nations. It 
can be the result only of a frank rec- 
ognition of forces which may disturb 
peace. * * *” 

“We are interested,” states Presi- 
dent Hoover, “in all methods that can 
be devised to assure the settlement of 
all controversies between nations.”

Sees Services Losing, 
Attraction to: Youth 





(In the following article a member 
of the Interdepartmental Pay Board 
sets forth for readers of the Army 
and Navy Journal his views on the 
service pay situation.)

PERHAPS in looking over the pro- 

posed pay schedule brought out by 
the Interdepartmental Board the indi- 
vidual officer is too interested in find- 
ing out what the Board has done in 
helping him to make both ends meet 
to inquire further into the fundamental 
reasons upon which the schedule is 
based. 

Other members of the Board have 
explained most clearly the necessity 
of fixing salaries at a sum where the 
income will approximate the outgo, but 
it is believed that the basic reasons 
for the proposed increases go much 
deeper into our Service life. 


Upward Trend. 


Since 1900 the cost of living in the 
United States has been constantly on 
the rise. An examination of the whole- 
sale prices from 1900 to 1912 shows an 
increase of Yi Traomemncan | 20 per cent, 
Recognizing this upward trend, Con-. 
gress saw fit to compensate for it by 
passing the y legislation of 1908, 
which gave the Services advances in 
pay from 10 per cent to 20 per cent, 
depending upon the grade. 

From 1912 to 1914 the relationship 
between pay and the cost of living re- 
mained nearly constant. However, with 
the onset of the World War this re- 
lationship was entirely lost and has 
never been restored 

In 1920 when the nigh k of the 
cost of living was reached, the level 
was then at least 270 per cent above 
1900 conditions. In this year Congress 
again took measures which partially 
corrected this disparity by passing a 
bonus act. 


Drop Anticipated. 

Following the high peak in the cost 
of living there was a drop from 1920 
to 1922, almost as rapid as had been 
the increase from 1918 to 1920. With 
the scale of rapidly falling prices be- 
fore it Congress enacted what seemed 
to every one an entirely fair law. The 
pay of all the Services was lowered be- 
low that of the bonus act, with the 
confident expectation of a continued 
fall in the cost of living so that the 
relationship between salary and living 
expenses that existed in the 1912- 
1914 would be ultimately restored. 
That this point was clear in the mind 
of Congress is evident by the fact that 
the allowance given for the ration was 
made on a sliding scale and authority 
was placed in the hands of the Presi- 
dent to lower it as the cost of living 
continued to decrease.

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Need for Chapels Stressed 


THE need for more chapels for the 

military service was stressed by 
Col. Edmund P. Easterbrook, chief of 
chaplains, in his annual report to the 
Secretary of War, made public this 
week. 

“One of the pressing needs in the 
military service,” he said, “at the pres- 
ent time is more chapels. The general 
public is becoming more and more in- 
terested in the religious program car- 
ried out in the Army and is evincing 
a lively interest in the opportunities 
afforded the personnel for attending 
church services. 

“On many of our posts the tempor- 
ary places of worship which were pro- 
vided through the labor and contribu- 
tions of the several commands they are 
serving are being used to excellent ad- 
vantage. However, none of them ex- 
press fully the interest which the 
Army has in religious matters. These 
temporary chapels are quite inadequate 
and their usefulness will soon be at an 
end. Many posts have only amuse- 
ment halls, theaters, and gymnasiums 
as places of religious worship.” 

The report on personnel, covering 
the year ended June 30, 1929, said that 
nine chaplains were appointed during 
the year and six were separated from 
the service, two by retirement and four 
by resignation. The present strength 
of the corps is as follows:

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Coast Artillery Report 
[HE condition of the Coast Artillery 
Corps in tactical training is satis- 
factory and the progress of develop- 
ment work has been gratifying, Maj. 
Gen. Andrew Hero, jr., chief of Coast 
Artillery, reported to the Secretary of 
War in his annual report made public 
this > 
“In tactical training,” the report 
sets forth, “the condition of the Coast 
Artillery Corps is satisfactory. A ma- 
terial advance has been made during 
the past year. A greater progress is 
hoped for along these lines when the 
Minor Joint Exercises have been suffi- 
ciently advanced to make sufficient air- 
craft available to develop Air Corps 
Missions in Coast Defense. 

“Progress of development work to- 
wards standardization of equipment 
has been gratifying.” 

Gen. Hero expressed the hope in his 
report that the joint exercises of the 
Army and Navy can be improved upon 
in the future by having Naval Dis- 
trict forces actually participate. He also 
suggested that where practicable prob- 
lems involving joint defense by the 
Air Corps and Anti-aircraft artillery 
of a given locality be conducted. 

Excerpts from his report follows: 

Gunnery and Target Practice 

Seacoast.—The average range of 87 
per cent of the practices was greater. 
Inc efficiency was obtained in 58 
per cent of the practices. The rate 
of fire was increased in 98 per cent 
of the practices. The hits per gun 
per minute were increased 79 per cent. 

Anti-aircraft. — Improvement was 
made in the percentage of hits with 
both 3-inch guns and machine guns 
over the preceding year. 

Battle Practice.— During the year, 
battle practices were held at all de- 
fended overseas possessions and in the 
Harbor Defenses of San Francisco and 
Chesapeake Bay. These practices show 
a marked improvement over those of 
the preceding year and warrant the 
continuation of this type of training. 

Joint Exercises 

Army and Navy.—Minor joint Army 
and Navy exercises have been conduct- 
ed in the overseas departments and in 
the Harbor Defenses of San Francisco 
and Chesapeake Bay. These exercises 
have afforded an opportunity for that 
combined training so essential in war 
time. It is hoped that these exercises 
can be improved upon in the future 
by having Naval district forces actu- 
ally participate, as it is particularly 
important that training be had in com- 
munication problems between Naval 
patrols and harbor defense forces. 

Air Corps and Anti-aircraft Artil- 
lery—A problem involving the joint 
defense by the Air Corps and Anti-air- 
craft Artillery of a given locality was 
held at Langley Field, Virginia. This 
problem was the first of the kind that 
was ever conducted in the continental 
United States and much valuable in- 
formation was had therefrom. Where 
practicable, such problems should be 
held annually by the Air Corps and 
Anti-aircraft Artillery in all localities. 

Materiel 

Practically all proposed improve- 
ments and changes in material are in- 
cluded in approved projects which are 
either under way or are suspended 
due to lack of funds. In this connec- 
tion attention is invited to the pro- 
gram for modernization of our most 
important harbor defenses which was 
approved in 1919. This program orig- 
inally contemplated an 8-year construc- 
tion period for the continental United 
States, and a 3-year period for the In- 
sular Departments and a 2-year period 
for the Panama Canal Department. 

The case of anti-aircraft defense is 
similar. Attempt has been made to 
establish a reasonable program for 
anti-aircraft defense and estimates 
have been made to this end. The funds 
for the accomplishment of these proj- 
ects have been lacking. 

The situation in overseas garrisons 

is somewhat better than in the con- 
tinental United States. It is hoped to 
have the fire control installations for 
the 16-inch batteries on the Pacific 
Side of the Panama Canal completed 
with money now in prospect. In Ha- 
waii, the installations for Battery Wil- 
liston (16-inch rifles), will not be com- 
pleted for some years on the basis of 
present appropriations. 
_ Progress has been made in prepar- 
ing specifications and data for the pur- 
chase of submarine mine materiel for 
the rehabilitation of the mine defense 
project in the Philippine Islands. Good 
headway should now be made on this 
project with the money now appro- 
priated for the new fiscal year. One 
or two small, but important devices 
for use with submarine mines have 
been perfected at the Submarine Mine 
Depot during the past year. . 

In subaqueous sound ranging devel- 
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point where Army personnel is now 
able to design a complete station which 

ill permit wider competition in manu- 
facture of special apparatus and re- 
duction of charges for designs made 
by commercial houses. Working draw- 
ings of.a compensator designed for 
construction in connection with a serv- 
ice test which is under consideration 
are in process of preparation. It is 
expected to hold a service test with the 
resultant materiel during the coming 
year. As has been pointed out, prog- 
ress in this work is not rapid due to 
the expensive equipment involved and 
the relatively small appropriations 
available. 

Devices for improving the rate of 
fire of 12-inch railway mortars were 
developed during the past fiscal year 
by the 52nd Coast Artillery (Ry). 
These modifications, together with anti- 
friction trunnion devices, have been 
recommended for installation on all 12- 
inch railway mortars now in service 
if funds can be secured. 

The condition of materiel in harbor 
defenses, especially fire control instal- 
lations, has shown no marked improve- 
ment over the condition to which I 
invited attention in my last report. 
This equipment continues to evidence 
a@ progressive deterioriation due to the 
lack of sufficient personnel and funds 
to exercise, test, maintain and repair 
it. For the fiscal year, 1931, funds 
for the partial rehabilitation of this 
materiel are in prospect but only at 
the expense of new construction which 
is urgently needed for the completion 
of new 16-inch batteries. 

Satisfactory fire control equipment 
for anti-aircraft machine guns has not 
been developed. However; a new mul- 
tiple mount with a director and elec- 
trical data transmission system is be- 
ing constructed which appears to pos- 
sess great possibilities of solving this 
problem. .This equipment and other 
fire control instruments will be tested 
during the coming fall. 

The rearmament program for regu- 
lar Army units has been carried out 
as far as available funds will permit. 
Funds have been appropriated to carry 
on this program during the fiscal year 
1930. This program should be ex- 
tended to include the necessary arma- 
ment for all National Guard anti-air- 
craft regiments. 

Fire Control 

Progress in the installation of fire 
control cable, in the erection of sta- 
tions and manufacture of approved 
types of fire control instruments has 
continued. 

Development of a data computor, 
with attendant devices, for the solu- 
tion of the fixed and mobile seacoast 
artillery fire control problem is to be 
instituted shortly. 

A pilot model of a promising design 
of a spotting device for seacoast artil- 
lery both fixed and mobile is now under 
manufacture. 

A new anti-aircraft spotting unit, 
utilizing latest modifications and less 
expensive cameras, is due for test dur- 
ing the coming fall. 

Effort is to be continued on the Wil- 
son director, known as the Director 
T4, as outlined in the last semi-annual 
progress report. 

Detection of airplanes by the infra- 
red-ray metho dis sufficiently promis- 
ing to justify the continuation of ex- 
periments now being conducted. 

A device for training observors for 
stereoscopic work and a binaural in- 
strument for training listeners for 
sound locators have been tested and 
promise good results. 

New sighting equipment and meth- 

ods for mobile (tractor drawn) artil- 
lery to be used against naval targets. 
Self-contained range finders for mo- 
bile artillery. 
Employment of star shells for illu- 
mination of targets for Coast Artil- 
lery firing beyond effective range of 
searchlights and under conditions 
which render the use of searchlights 
inadvisable or impracticable. 

Anti-aircraft guns and their fire 
control equipment have reached a state 
of development where effective fire may 
be delivered against loaded bombers. 
Likewise the development of anti-air- 
craft machine guns will permit of an 
effective attack against any type of 
airplane coming within range.

Gen. Austin’s Report 


“"SHERE is a necessity for experi- 
mentation with a mechanized 
force,” Maj. Gen. Fred T. Austin, chief 
of Field Artillery, points out in his 
annual report to the Secretary of War. 
“In such a force,” he said, “for the 
Field Artillery, mechanical traction in 
one form or another must be utilized.” 
Extracts from the report, under the 
subject of “Mechanization” or “Motori- 
zation,” follow: 

Without attempt to differentiate be- 
tween the two terms, when applied to 
Field Artillery, they indicate the sub- 
stitution of mechanical traction or car- 
rying power for animal traction or car- 
rying power. In contemplating exten- 
sion of motorization in Field Artillery 
units, consideration should be given to 
the following facts: 

(a) All medium and heavy Field Ar- 
tillery is now tractor-drawn. 

(b) Certain units of light artillery 
are now tractor-drawn, viz: both light 
regiments of the Field Artillery Brig- 
ade of the Hawaiian Division; one bat- 
talion of the First Field Artillery at 
Fort . Sill, Okla., for purposes of in- 
struction at the Field Artillery School; 
one battalion of the Sixth Field Arrtil- 
lery for possible use with an experi- 
mental mechanized force; and, tem- 
porarily, the artillery battalion of the 
Panama Division. All of the above 
units in addition to being tractor- 
drawn have sufficient truck and trailer 
equipment to give strategic mobility 
in addition to the tactical mobility as- 
sured by its track-laying prime movers. 

(c) At the end of the calendar year, 
1928, 57 per cent of all the active Field 
Artillery units of the Regular Army 
were horse-drawn, 34 per cent tractor- 
drawn, and 9 per cent pack. 

(d) On a mobilization basis, 56 per 
cent of the Field Artillery provided 
for a field army is tractor-drawn or 
portee artillery. 

(e) According to the best obtainable 
figures, the United States has an ac- 
tual resource of some 8% million 
horses suitable and available for mili- 
tary service after generous allowances 
have been made for agriculture, com- 
merce, breeding, etc. This figure is 
over ninetimes the initial requirement 
for horses based on present tables of 
organization and present mobilization 
plans. 

Without regard to which is the more 
satisfactory prime mover, the mechan- 
ical type or animal type, it appears 
obvious that that policy which assures 
the use of our finite resources with- 
out undue strain on manufacture and 
production to the prejudice of produc- 
tion of other needed war supplies and 
commodities, is soundest economically. 

Much Study. 

Probably no subject has had more 
or such varied study as has this ques- 
tion of extension of motorization. The 


_recommended solutions vary from a 


complete replacement of the animal, 
to a replacement of animals in certain 
component units of regiments and even 
battalions. Were there not units of 
division artillery already motorized I 
should certainly recommend that some 
be motorized. However, such as we 
have already, tax available mainten- 
ance funds far beyond their limit. 
Throughout the arm, motor equipment 
is old and maintenance figures are 
climbing. Replacement of existing ob- 
solete automotive equipment is of 
greater importance than an increase in 
motorized units. No issue is taken on 
the possibility of motorizing regimen- 
tal and brigade headquarters batteries 
or even of battalion combat trains. The 
question is not, will it work in theory; 
the issue is, can they be initially equip- 
ped and maintained, motorized- There 
can be no question but that the inclu- 
sion in a horse-drawn unit of some 
motor vehicles is a convenience. In 
certain tactical exercises it will be a 
great convenience, but to go ahead on 
such reasoning is to argue from the 
special to the general. I believe the 
physical presence or availability of 
motors in units not basically motorized 
is most, inadvisable, in that if available 
they are demanded for uses for which 








Coast Artillery (AA) were moved to 
Langley Field, Va., where a joint Air 
Corps—Anti-aircraft Artillery problem 
was had in the defenses of Langley 
Field, and valuable lessons were learn- 
ed.

JFJEVELOPMENTS in equipment and 
the state of the housing program 
on various dates form highlights of 
the annual report to the Secretary of 
War made by Maj. Gen. B. Frank 
Cheatham, the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, for the year ended June 30, 1929. 

Favorable comments on the present 
Army ration continue to be made, the 
report states. By reason of a larger 
and more flexible table of ration com- 
ponents and the opportunity thereby 
given to provide larger and more 
varied menus, augmented by the ex- 
perience gained by mess officers in 
the operation of this ration together 
with economies effected by improved 
purchasing methods, the men are bet- 
ter and more nutritiously fed than 
ever before. The cost of the ration 
for the fiscal year 1929 as computed 
from reports received to date is 51 
cents, it was reported. 

Extracts from the report follow: 

It has been obvious, since the adop- 
tion of the roll collar service coat as 
the standard for enlisted men of the 
Army, that sooner or later the stand- 
ing collar overcoat would be discon- 
tinned as the standard type. However 
in view of the limited funds appro- 
priated for providing the army with 
clothing, drastic changes in design of 
any article of the uniform cannot be 
made effective without considering 
stocks of old garments on hand. In 
December, 1928, the War Department 
directed this office to manufacture, for 
issue to enlisted men during the win- 
ter of 1929-30, 118,423 roll collar over- 
coats, which will be a sufficient quan- 
tity to provide each enlisted man with 
one for wear at ceremonies, on pass 
and special occasions. 

Changes are being made in tropical 
raincoats to improve wearing qualities. 
Breeding. 

During the year the Remount stud 
was replenished by 112 stallions and 
the demand for their services continues 
to be greatly in excess of the avail- 

able supply of suitable sires. 

In the current, 1929, breeding sea- 
son, 580 stallions are at stud in 42 
states, Hawaii and Porto Rico, and it 
is estimated that they will be bred to 
approximately 17,500 mares. Based on 
past standards the result should be a 
foal crop of at least 12,000 in the foal- 
ing season of 1930. 

Heating. 

A large majority of the heating work 
accomplished during the year has been 
in conjunction with the Housing Pro-

Tells of New Ordnance 


GTATUS of experimental and develop- 
ment work and the manufacture of 
new material is discussed at length in 
the annual report of Maj. Gen. Clar- 
ence Williams, chief of ordnance, to 
the Secretary of War, covering the year 
ended June 30, 1929. 

The report also tells of the training 
projects. In the Ordnance Specialists’ 
School at Raritan Arsenal, the report 
states, 11 officers, 216 enlisted men and 
one reserve officer of the Army, and 
10 chief petty officers of the Navy re- 
ceived instruction during the year. 
Gen. Williams states that the Depart- 
ment always has experienced consider- 
able difficulty in obtaining the desired 
number of enlisted men for training 
because of the shortage of enlisted men 
is so acute that a majority of the men 
with organizations can not be spared 
for long periods for training purposes. 
Steps were taken, therefore, to obtain 
107 recruits from The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, and the majority of these men, 
he reported have been sent to foreign 
service upon completion of the courses. 

During the past year war planning 
activities have been reorganized, in ord- 
er to comply fully with the principle of 
decentralization. As now organized, 
each operating division of the Office of 
the Chief of Ordnance conducts its own 
war planning activities, subject to su- 
pervision and coordination by the War 
Planning Section of the chief of the 
group to which it belongs and by the 
War Plans Division, which latter has 
responsibility for the supervision and 
coordination of the work as a whole. 
This organization accomplishes two 
things: First, the detailed mobilization 
and procurement plans are prepared by 
the unit which will be charged with 
their execution in time of emergency, 
and, second, War planning is closely 
allied with current activities which is 
particularly essential in the case of 
technical items. 

Extracts from that portion of the 
report dealing with experimental and 
development work and manufacture of 
new material follow: ‘ 

Aircraft Machine Guns.—A new air- 
craft machine gun, caliber .30, has 
been completed and tested by the Ord- 
nance Department and the Air Corps, 
with satisfactory results. The new 
weapon is much lighter than the cali- 
ber .30 aircraft machine gun of syn- 
chronized type now in use, and will 
replace both the synchronized and flex- 
ible guns at present standard for the 
Air Corps. The new weapon was de- 
veloped and manufactured by a com- 
mercial concern under contract with 
the Ordnance Department. A contract 
has been placed for the manufacture of 
$25 of these guns for the Army and 
for the Navy. 

Anti-Aircraft Machine Gun Mounts.— 
A new type of tripod for the caliber 
.50 anti-aircraft machine gun, recently 
standardized, has been supplied to anti- 
aircraft units. 

A wheeled gun mount, designed to 
carry the caliber .30 infantry machine 
gun and tripod, which was developed 
and supplied to the Infantry for serv-

(THE report of the Infantry Board 

on the current experiments with 
Infantry battalion reorganization is ex- 
pected by December Ist. 

During a visit to the Infantry School, 
the Chief of Staff and the Chief of In- 
fantry witnessed an experiment with 
a battalion composed of three rifle 


companies, two machine gun compan-. 


ies, and a headquarters company. The 
rifle companies were composed of three 
platoons, each of two sections of three 
squads of six rifle and two automatic 
riflemen. The machine gun companies 
were each composed of four platoons. 
One company had three caliber .30 
platoons and one of four caliber .50 
machine guns; the other company had 
the three caliber .30 platoons and two 
37-mm. guns and two 75-mm. howitzers 
in the fourth platoon. The caliber .30 
machine gun platoons each had four 
squads of ten men and one machine 
gan. 

In addition, there have been experi- 
ments with battalions of four rifle and 
one machine gun companies; two rifle 
and two machine gun companies; and 
three rifle and one machine gun com- 
panies. In all of these organizations 
there was a headquarters company. 
The howitzer platoon was assigned to 
the headquarters company except in 
the experiments in which the battalion 
had two machine gun companies. In 
the latter organization the howitzer 
platoon became the fourth platoon of 
one of the machine gun companies. 

The organization of the interior 
units of the battalion have likewise 
been experimented with, as to both 
size and composition. Rifle companies 
composed of three, four, and five pla- 
toons of varying strength and composi- 
tion were tried out. In some experi- 
ments the automatic rifles were elimi- 
nated from squads and organized into 
a separate platoon. In others auto- 
matic rifles were organized into sepa- 
rate platoons in addition to the auto- 
matic rifles in squads. Again all pla- 
toons were of the same composition 
with the automatic rifles in the squads. 
Simultaneous tests were held with a 
variety of types of machine gun com- 
panies and howitzer platoons. 

A very thorough investigation into 
the merits of different types of rifle 
squads preceded the above tests. In 
addition to testing squads of different 
sizes, a variety of combination of 
weapons in the eight-man squad was 
used. Firing tests were conducted to 
determine the relative fire-pewer of 
such type eight-man squads as follows: 
eight rifles; seven rifles, and one auto- 
matic rifle; six rifles and two auto- 
matic rifles; four automatic rifles and 
four pistols; eight pistols and one ma- 
chine gun. The tests included firing in 
offensive and defensive situations. 

“In the final analysis,” says the 
Infantry Journal in describing these 
experiments, “the purpose of the study 
and experiment on this project is to 
find that happy combination of fire un- 
its of maximum fire-power (using ad- 
ditional existing automatic weapons) 
which, after satisfying such consid- 
erations as mobility, vulnerability, tac- 
tical employment, formation, organiza- 
tion, administration, and supply, will 
produce the most powerful battalion 
fighting unit.” 





Engineers’ Activities 
‘THE report covering the military ac- 
tivities of the office of the chief 
of engineers, under Maj. Gen. Edgar 
Jadwin, for the year ended June 30, 
1929, was made public this week.

Last February Congress passed an act providing that for the purpose of 
computing the six years’ service —— for promotion from warrant to chief 
warrant rank all active service rendered during the period from April 6, 1817 
to December 31, 1921, under a temporary appointment as a warrant or com- 
missioned officer in the Navy or in the Naval Reserve, shall be counted and 
made applicable retroactively to chief warrant officers of the Navy theretofore 
eommissioned. 

“Does this apply to warrant and chief warrant officers of the Marine 
Corps,” Mr. McCarl is asked. “No” is the answer. 


WHENCE COMETH THE PROPAGANDA? 

ERE has come to our notice an editorial entitled “Unexploded Shells” the 

philosophy of which is based on the news article chronicling the death of 
eight school children in Poland who were killed by the explosion of an old shell 
buried since the World War. The editorial, in a pacifistic trend, soliloquizes on 
the thought that war leaves unexploded shells of many kinds which kill and do 
harm many years after the actual conflict. 

This editorial appeared in at least 21 newspapers which have come to our 
notice. To show that there was nothing spontaneous in the minds of the editors 
of these papers, the 21 newspapers (published in 13 States and having a total 
circulation of nearly 300,000) all printed exactly word for word the same editorial 
with an occasional omission of a sentence or paragraph. 

Who wrote and distributed this piece of subtle pacifistic propaganda? Who 
inspired this thought which appeared as the brain-child of at least 21 different 
editors in widely separated States? It might be interesting to determine. 








AMERICAN SOLDIER IS PEACEFUL MAN, SAYS DRUM 
N AN Armistice Day address at the Eternal Light, Madison Square, New York 
City, Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, commanding the ist Division, named three 
outstanding considerations that emanate from the reflection on American World 
War experience—— 

First, avoidance of war, guarding an honorable peace should be axiomatic as 
a national principle. 

Second, America’s unpreparedness, resulting in unnecessary losses in lives 
and treasures, should never occur again. 

Third, notwithstanding our unpreparedness and the long delay, America’s 
stupendous effort first saved the Allies from defeat and then our Army contributed 
to the decisive blows that brought the Armistice. 

“The American soldier is a peaceful man,” said Gen. Drum. “Realizing that 
our principles of a democracy are the bulwark of peace, he will again, if neces- 
sary, bare his breast in their defense.” 





RECORD LONG DISTANCE PHOTOGRAPH 

RRECEN T announcement was made of the success met by the Air Corps in tak- 

ing an aerial photograph of Mt. Ranier from a distance of 227 miles. The dis- 
tance achieved in this long-distance photograph exceeds by 50 miles any previous 
record. Photographs were also obtained from a distance of 214 miles. The photeg- 
rapher who accomplished this notable record in photographic work was Capt. A. 
W. Stevens, Chief of the Aerial Photographic Unit of the Material Division, 
Wright Field. Lt. John D. Corkille, one of the most experienced flyers in the 
Air Corps, piloted the airplane. 


ACKNOWLEDGES CHAPLAINS’ HELP IN SOLDIER BUILDING 
THE Office of the Chief of Chaplains recently received a letter from the com- 
manding officer of one of the outstanding. regiments which reflects a realiza- 
tion of the part played by things spiritual in soldier training. 

“Certainly,” this letter says in part, “the cultivation of high morale is the 
best means to eliminate discontent and discouragement—the primary cause of 
desertion. In the natural order of things, high morale will be present always in 
the man of high ideals. I know of no better foundation upon which to build 
high ideals, than the cultivation in the man, of reverence for Almighty God and 
a man’s sense of duty to Him. An earnest effort to promote the spiritual welfare 
of our officers and men will accomplish this desirable end. I am to be held 
culpable, if I fail through false pride, prejudice, or intolerance to make use of 
the powerful influence of religion to help me build good soldiers.” 








URGE CORPS AREA CHAPLAINS 

APPOINTMENT of Corps Area Chaplains in each of the nine Corps Areas 

was recommended by Dr. C. S. MacFarland, Lt. Col., Chap. Res., at the fall 
session on Armistice Day of the General Committee on Army and Navy Chap- 
lains. As an aftermath of his visit to various posts and camps last summer, he 
also recommended conferences of Regular Army and Reserve chaplains to stand- 
ardize the work in the CMT camps. He stressed the need of suitable worshiping 
places in posts and camps. 

It was recommended that the committee concern itself with complaints 
regarding certain arrangements for the care of disabled veterans. 

Religious ministry in the hospitals controlled by the Veterans’ Bureau was 
the subject of a sub-committee report at the meeting. 





NAVY BILL OPPOSITION BARS ARMISTICE SPEAKER 
UPon refusal of Milwaukee American Legion and D. A. R. members to attend 
an Armistice Night meeting at which she was to speak, Miss Eleanor Bran- 
nan, field secretary of the National Council for the Prevention of War, withdrew 
from the engagement and at another meeting denounced Milwaukee as an intol- 
erant city. It was the objection of the Legionnaires and D. A. R. that Miss 
Brannan was a member of the group that in 1928 had opposed the Navy bill. 
Miss Brannan was wounded as a “Y” secretary in the Verdun sector. 


TRIPLE ANNIVERSARY FOR GEN. LEJEUNE 

LAST Monday, Maj. Gen. John A. Lejeune was entertained by alumni of the 

Virginia Military Institute in what marked for him a triple anniversary. 
The occasion was a smoker given at the Army and Navy Club in Washington, 
D. €., commemorating the ninetieth anniversary of the institution which was 
founded in 1839 at Lexington, Va. Gen. Lejeune, as the school’s new superin- 
tendent was the guest of honor. For the General, the day also marked his 
passing to inactive status in the Marine Corps, for at a brief ceremony on that 
day, in the presence of the Secretary of the Navy and Maj. Gen. Wendell C. 
Neville; he was given his formal order of retirement. The third anniversary for 
Gen, Lejeune last Monday was the 154th birthday of the Marine Corps. 


HOW ABOUT A WELCH ACT FOR THE SERVICES? 

AxBoutT a@ year ago Congress passed the Welch Act increasing the pay of 

government civilian employees. The Quartermaster General in his annual 
report points out that in the year ended June 30, 1929, there were 1,620 civilian 
employees hired for maintenance, operation, and repair work. This was 42 
employees less than that hired the previous year, but because of the Welch Act 
the fewer number of civilian employees cost $171,468 more than the previous 
year. 
However, there was an actual savings of $52,329 in the total amount 
authorized, because of the reduction in the number of employees. This reduc- 
tion, the Quartermaster General’s report says, has been accomplished by the 
discharge of employees and the detailing of enlisted men wherever possible. 

Thus Congress gives an increase in pay to the civilian employees whose 
work the Quartermaster General has shown can be done by the Army. When 
is Congress going to do the same for the Army, Navy and Marine Corps? 
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“PLAY WITH EACH OTHER OR NOT AT ALL,” SAYS EDWARDS 
THE bill introduced by Representative Edwards to thé effect that neither the 

Military Academy or the Naval Academy may engage in intercollegiate 
athletics until they resume athletic relations with each other has occasioned 
much talk. Mr. Edwards says that though he does not know much about 
merits of the case, he thinks that it is a very harmful situation because | 
appears to the average American and to other nations that actual enmity exists 
between our Army and Navy. 

Mr. Edwards does not believe that his bill has much chance of i 
thinks that the sentiment aroused will tend to bring the two paedaies tame 
Some time ago, Mr. Edwards says, such a di ment existed between the 
University of Georgia and Georgia Tech, both State-supported schools. Through 
threats of legislative action, an agreement was reached. 

Mr. Britten, Chairman of the Committee on Naval Affaizs of the House, 
commenting on the bill, predicted that if it is ever reported out of committee, 
it will pass overwhelmingly. 





“EMERGENCY” RETIREMENTS SHOW GREAT INCREASE 

N CONNECTION with recent discussion of resignations and retirements of 

officers of the Navy, statistics show one group that has increased at a rate 
that would be alarming if applied to the whole service. 

Names of fourteen naval officers and one Marine Corps officer are listed in 
the current Naval Register under the heading “ ncy Officers Retired List,” 
but the figures as of November 14 show 298 naval officers and 37 Marine officers. 
This, however, represents an approach to the maximum as under the provisions 
of the Act of July, 1926, the time limit for application for retirement has long 
since expired and the final total will probably not exceed 400. 

Provisions of this law effected a great number of officers of the Army, the 
entire National Army, but applied only to the Reserve Force and temporary 
officers of the Navy so that the startling increase of the current year 
a majority of the officers who took advantage of the provision of the law that 
enabled them to accept retirement as it applies to regular officers in lieu of 
other compensation.

Theory and Practice 


EDITORIAL discussion of the sub- 

4 ject “Disarmament: Theory and 
Practice” is printed as follows in the 
Canton Repository: 

The story brought back from Japan 
by Col. Frederick Palmer, American 
war correspondent, and sent out from 
Victoria, British Columbia, recently 
can hardly prove a pleasing one to the 
pacifists, internationalists and others 
who, for one reason or another, have 
been preaching the practical abandon- 
ment of the United States Navy and 
a cessation of all forms of national 
preparedness, for it shows that Japan 
may be added to the list of nations 
which have been arming to the teeth 
while we, as a nation, have been mark- 
ing time. 

Col. Palmer’s trip to the Far East 
took him to the Philippines, Japan, Ko- 
rea, China and Manchuria, in all of 
which lands he found marked changes 
from the conditions which obtained in 
them on his last previous visit. “The 
amazing change to me,” he goes on to 
say in summing .up, “was the growth 
of Japan’s industrial and military pow- 
er. She has nearly 5,000,000 men who 
have had military drill. 

“Her naval power, in the face of all 
to the contrary,” the colonel goes on 
to say, “makes her plan of defense the 
offensive in distant waters. She could 
take the Philippines in two weeks. 
Such is her present cruiser strength 
that she could sweep the United States 
merchant flag off the Pacific by com- 
merce destroying raids. 

“In spite of Japan’s home pressure 

of population, increasing at the rate 
of nearly a million a year, there are 
only 5,000,000 Japanese in Korea, where 
she is an arbitrary colonial ruler; and 
only 300,000 in Manchuria, where her 
position is that of railroad control and 
industrial exploitation in a masterful 
imperial organization.” 
It suits those who would see the 
United States defenseless before at- 
tack from an alien power or powers 
to hold out that all the powers are as 
wholeheartedly committed to the idea 
of world disarmament as we of the 
United States, but it’s a false inter- 
pretation of the attitude of other pow- 
ers. No matter what the future may 
develop, thus far the attitude of other 
governments has been to look upon 
the world disarmament as a pleasing 
theory, whereas the American attitude 
has been to view it as a possibility, 
if not a probability, of accomplishment 
in the near future. 





Long to Monaco

Flight Training 

OFFICERS who in doctrinal flight 

training course as a preliminary 
for further training at Pensacola but 
who were not recommended for such 
further training are urged to request 
elimination flight training. Since the 
substitution of the present system of 
elimination flight training for the fore 
mer system of indoctrinal flight train- 
ing, the change having become effec. 
tive in March, 1929, it has become even 
more evident that the indoctrina] 
course did not furnish a satisfactory 
basis upon which to make recommen- 
dations for further training at Pensa- 
cola, Fla. 


There were a considerable number of 
officers who were not recommended 
for further training after completing 
the indoctrinal course and stated on 
the course report from that they did 
not wish to take the Pensacola course. 

It is thought probable that there 
are a number of these officers who de- 
sire flight training but were discour- 
aged when they were not recommended 
for it after taking the indoctrinal 
course, and in consequence of feeling 
that they were not qualified stated that 
they did not desire flight training. All 
such officers are now urged to request 
elimination training. Officers in the 
Battle and Scouting Fleets should sub- 
mit their requests to the commanders 
of their respective fleets, as the lat- 
ter have been charged with the ase 
sembling of the elimination classes. 
Officers in other forces should address 
their requests to the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. 

Officers who were not recommended 
for further training after completing 
the indoctrinal course but nevertheless 
requested such training are being or- 
dered to elimination training as their 
cases are discovered. Such officers 
will greatly assist the Bureau and will 
expedite action in their behalf by in- 
itiating action themselves, as outlined 
in the preceding paragraph. 

No officer will be ordered either to 
elimination training or to flight train- 
ing at Pensacola unless he has been 
found physically and temperamentally 
qualified for flight training within the 
preceding six months.

Favor U. S. Courts 


AVORABLE recommendation has 
been given for the enactment of 
H. R. 4851 by the Secretary of the 
Navy. This bill provides for the re- 
moval of civil or criminal prosecutions 
brought against a person in the serv- 
ice of the Navy from a State court to 
United States district court when the 
act complained of is done in an official 
capacity and under the color of his 
office, or in any respect to which he 
claims any right under the laws of the 
United States respecting the naval 
forces. 

Instances have arisen wherein offi- 
cers of the United States Navy have 
felt that they had cause for complaint 
and have complained to the Navy De- 
partment relative to the treatment ac- 
corded them in State courts in cases 
where they were defendants for acts 
performed by them as they believed 
in the execution of the duties of their 
office.

We are assured by Congressman 
James that immediately after the session begins, he will request Mr. Snell, 
chairman of the House Rules Committee, to report out favorably the joint 
resolution. Under the rules of the House, joint resolutions must come from 
the Rules Committee, and not from the Military or Naval Committee. Mr. 
James points out that the Commission resolution was passed by the House last 
Spring, and he is confident like action will be taken early in December. 





‘THERE THEN REMAINS the question of Senate action. We recognize the 
importance of the duties entrusted to Senator Reed, chairman of the Senate 
Military Committee, in connection with the disarmament conference to be held 


important Army and Navy matters, it is to be regretted that he is to be absent 
from Washington. Senator Reed will try to get the joint resolution through 
before the Christmas Holidays. We have found the sentiment in the Senate 
generally favorable to such action. Senator Hale is much concerned about the 
prospect of a naval limitation agreement, and is inclined to regard pay increase 
as a secondary matter.

Bet WITH SENATOR REDD absent, who will constitute the Senate repre- 
sentation on the Joint Commission? Senator Warren, senior member of the 
Senate Military Committee, is chairman of the Appropriations Committee; obvi- 
ously he will be unavailable. Senator Green, whose ability is beyond question, 
unfortunately has never recovered from the stray bullet which struck him on 
the streets of Washington. Senators McMasters and Brookhart are next in line. 
We rather believe the’ Senate representation will not be confined to the members 
of the Military and Naval Committees, but others who are concerned about 
proper pay for Uncle Sam’s employees will be asked to sit in with the House 
on the investigation. 


WE NOTE THAT the base pay of the policemen and firemen of New York 
City has been fixed at $3,000. Curiously enough the base pay recommended 
for 2d lieutenants of the Army and Ensigns of the Navy is the same amount. 
Surely if policemen and firemen are to draw this stipend, officers of the Services 
should be given it. The government has a large investment in them, it has 
placed upon their shoulders responsibilities far greater than those of the average 
policeman and, fireman, and, in addition, they have social obligations which the 
city employees do not have to consider. Under the circumstances, at least give 
the Army and the Navy the base pay which New York provides for its social 
and fire defenders! 











E LIKED THE speech which President Hoover delivered on Armistice Day. 

It was a speech with which the Regular establishments and all those inter- 
ested in National Defense are in full accord. He says squarely he is for pre- 
paredness. He says squarely he is for parity with Great Britain. He has put 
out the thought of freedom of the seas in time of war. We are confident the 
President will transform his words into action. Therefore, we do not believe he 
will be in sympathy with any plan to reduce the size of the Army. He will be 
for its improvement and the increase in its efficiency; of that there is no question. 
We have heard disquieting reports that the appropriations for the Services are 
to be reduced, but in view of the President’s statement we are hopeful such cuts 
as may be directed will not be of a character to injure the satisfactory develop- 
ment of all arms. 





HE PRESIDENT’S assurance of parity upon the seas is merely a reiteration 

of similar expressions in the past. We believe the instructions which have 
been prepared are based upon this principle. It is inconceivable, therefore, that 
the American delegates will accept any proposal relating to the sea or the air 
which makes America inferior in any respect. There are persistent reports 
that parity is to be attained in 1936; we cannot belieye them. If we are to 
have parity, we should have it at once, and not after a period of time. It 
geems to be certain that the submarine will not be abolished. We are assured 
that unless all the nations agree to such abolition, the United States will main- 
tain this type of ship in service. We rather expect there will be a limitation 
in size, displacement, armor and armament, and if this be done, and American 
interests are adequately taken care of, there will be no cause for complaint.

In a comparison made between the 

new Turkish Iron clad war vessel and 
monitor-turret type built by the United 
States, the superiority of our type of 
vessel is pointed out as against the 
fixed case-mate. For some time the 
merits of the fixed case-mate have held 
up and many have advocated its adop- 
tion. The construction of this ship en- 
abled a valuable comparison. 
A recent publication prepared by the 
Engineers Corps under the direction of 
Maj. Henry M. Robert will be of great 
value to travelers in the Southwest. 
“Itineraries of Routes in Arizona and 
Southern California” gives full tables 
of distances, contains photographic 
maps and gives detail routes and roads. 
Experiments have been made with 
satisfactory results so far to test the 
practicability of supplying the North- 
German army and navy with compres- 
sed or condensed food. It has been 
found that a sort of meat-bread is well 
suited for this, as it may either be 
eaten dry or in the form of cakes or it 
can be converted with very little trouble 
into soup. Similar attempts have been 
made to compress hay and other pro- 
vender for horses. 


Tests conducted by the Navy Depart- 
ment of the two-bladed screw propellor 
surprised everyone interested. The 
USS Resaca on which the experiments 
were attempted moved much steadier 
than with the four-bladed screws, and 
a higher speed was accomplished.

ice test during the early part of 1928, 
has been tested by the Infantry, with 
satisfactory results, and this item has 

standardized. It will enable the 
infantry machine gun to be transported 
in such manner as to be instantly avail- 
able against aircraft at all times. 

Sub-Caliber Mounts—The 75 mm. 
sub-caliber mount T4 for 14-inch rail- 
way materiel has been modified to pro- 
vide a blast shield for the protection 
of the manning detail. If this device 
proves satisfactory, two additional 
units will be manufactured and issued 
to the battery in Panama. 

Seventeen of the twenty-three sub- 
caliber mounts authorized by the Sec- 
retary of War for major caliber sea- 
coast artillery have been completed and 
issued to the service. Funds are avail- 
able for the construction of, the re- 
maining units as soon as thé service 
tests of pilot types have been com- 
pleted. 

Anti-Aircraft Materiel.—A battery of 
8-inch anti-aircraft gun mounts M1, 
and one 38-inch anti-aircraft mount T1 
were tested during the 1928 anti-air- 
craft exercises. The performance of 
the battery was on the whole very sat- 
isfactory, and little need for further 
improvement was indicated. At the 
completion of the exercises the battery 
was issued to the Coast Artillery. After 
a period of service use, minor defects 
developed in the firing lock and certain 
parts of the running gear, which have 
since been corrected. Six new units are 
now under construction at the Water- 
town Arsenal, Massachusetts. Consid- 
erable difficulty has been experienced 
in securing satisfactory steel castings 
for certain parts of the carriage, and 
as a result the Arsenal is now experi- 
menting with a cast of alloy of alumi- 
num and welded construction. Prelimi- 
nary tests indicated that the welded 
parts will be entirely satisfactory, and 
that practically all steel castings can 
be eliminated. 

The battery of two 105 mm. anti-air- 
eraft guns, on fixed mounts, was sub- 
jected to further tests during the 1928 
anti-aircraft exercises. The torque 
amplifier equipment purchased from the 
Sperry Gyroscope Company was satis- 
factory from a mechanical standpoint, 
but was somewhat under-powered for 
the 105 mm. carriage. It is planned 
to install the amplifier on two 3-inch 
carriages for further test during the 
next exercises. Defects noted in the 
tests of the pilot carriages have been 
corrected, and it is expected that the 
two new units under construction at 
Watertown Arsenal will represent fully 
developed material, suitable for issue 
to the service. 

Investigation of the anti-aircraft 
height finder was continued during the 
ear, with a 5-meter base coincident 
eight finder purchased from the Le- 
vallois Company and a 4-meter stereo- 
scopic instrument purchased from the 
Zeiss Company. The latter instrument 
is the best tested to date, but still 
does not possess the required degree of 
accuracy. Specifications covering an 8- 
meter base height finder have been 
prepared and submitted to the principal 
manutacturers of optical instruments 
in this country and abroad. 

Cannon.— The 3-inch anti-aircraft 
fixed and mobile guns have been rede- 
signed to provide greater clearances be- 
tween removable liners and tubes, and 
adequate manufacturing tolerances. 
These changes have resulted in an in- 
crease in the weight of the lines and a 
slight increase in the weight and ex- 
terior dimensions of the assembled gun. 
These disadvantages, however, are more 
than offset by the improvement in de- 
sign from a manufacturing standpoint, 
and by making the liners truly inter- 
changeable. The new destgns have been 
standardized, and several units of each 
type are now under manufacture. 

The breech mechanism of the 37 mm. 
infantry gun has been modified by sub- 
stituting a spring-operated firing lock, 
for the hammer type mechanisms which 
a unsatisfactory in service tests 

the Infantry Board at Fort Benning, 
Georgia. Preliminary studies have been 
prepared of a 6-inch high-velocity sea- 
coast defense weapon designed for 
mounting on a barbette carriage.

With a view to the further develop- 
ment of the centrifugally cast gun, a 
program has been adopted which cov- 
ers the manufacture and test of a num- 
ber of cannon, of various calibers, con- 
structed by this process. The calibers 
included in the program range from 
37 mm. to 105 mm., as well as the 3- 
inch anti-aircraft guns. Where prac- 
ticable, these cannon will be equipped 
with simple and inexpensive breech 
mechanisms, as it is intended to fire 
to destruction the first two cannon of 
each caliber manufactured. One of 
these cannon, namely, the 75 mm. mor- 
tar T3, has already been tested with 
very high pressures, and has given 
satisfactory results. 

Pack Artillery—Four complete units 
of 75 mm. pack howitzer materiel have 
been under test at Fort Robinson, Ne- 
braska, during the year. Two of these 
units have been withdrawn from service 
and will shortly be replaced by two new 
units, designated M1, which are prac- 
tically completed. Twelve additional 
pack howitzers are now finder manu- 
facture. Pack load accessories have 
been redesigned to conform to the Phil- 
lips Pack Saddle, which was approved 
and adopted as standard. 

Six units of 105 mm. howitzer car- 
riage M1 are under manufacture at the 
Rock Island Arsenal, Illinois, and will 
shortly be completed. These six units, 
together with the two model T2 units 
now at Fort Bragg, North Carolina, will 
constitute two batteries of this materiel 
which will be available for service test. 
Four additional units are to be manu- 
factured during the coming fiscal year. 

Tests of the tubular type of recoil 
mechanisms for 75 mm. gun material 
have been continued, and it is expected 
to issue two of these mechanisms with 
the four 75 mm. gun units above men- 
tioned to be returned to Fort Sill, 
Oklahoma, for completion of service 
test. Work on metallic packing devel- 
opment is being continued. Extended 
service tests indicate that some of the 
designs will probably be satisfactory. 

Tanks.— Design and development 
work during the year has been centered 
upon the light tank T1E2 and the me- 
dium tank T1. The design of the me- 
dium tank has been approved and con- 
tract has been entered into for the 
manufacture of one pilot. Based upon 
extended tests of the light tank T1E1 
by the using service and by the Ord- 
nance Department, a design to incor- 
porate all changes recommended was 
completed, and a light tank, designated 
T1E2, has been manufactured, This 
tank is of greatly increased power. 
Shop test at the manufacturer’s plant 
has been initiated, and it is expected 
that the vehicle will shortly be ready 
for shipment to the Tank Board at 
Fort George G. Meade, Maryland, for 
service test. 

Tank Accessories.—Efforts, in coop- 
eration with commercial industry, to 
develop a satisfactory tank compass 
have not been successful. Work on this 
problem is being continued. The smoke- 
screen apparatus for the 6-ton Tank 
M 1917 was tested by the using serv- 
ice, and further development was re- 
quested. The Chemical Warfare Serv- 
ice is now working on the development 
of a type to incorporate the changes 
requested for further test with the new 
type of light tank. 

Armor Plate.—Experimental firings 
in connection with the investigation of 
thin armor plate have been continued 
at the Aberdeen Proving Ground, Mary- 
land, and in the laboratory at the Wat- 
ertown Arsenal, Massachusetts. Sam- 
ples of commercial plate have been re- 
ceived from the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany and tested. The results have been 
gratifying and indicate that plate of 
considerably greater resisting power 
has been developed. 

Armored Cars.— Four medium and 
two light armored cars, employing com- 
mercial automobile chassis, have been 
completed and have undergone an ex- 
tended test with the mechanized force 
at Fort George G. Meade, Maryland. 
These cars were then transferred, under 
their own power, to the First Cavalry 
Division at Fort Bliss, Texas. Re- 
poe indicate that the medium cars 

ve given highly satisfactory service, 
but that the light cars are not suffi- 
ciently rugged to withstand the severe 
service met with over that terrain. 





Tractors.—Tests of various types of

commercial tractors nave been carried 


forward during the year. Test of the 
Caterpillar “20,” “30” and “60,” the 
“Monarch,” and the “International Har- 
vester” tractors, equipped with half 
track-laying adapters, was continued 
by the Ordnance Department and the 
various service boards. A new model 
of tractor, the Caterpillar “10,” was 
procured for use by the 34th Infantry 
Regiment which has been experimen- 
tally motorized during the past year. 
All tests indicate that commercial in- 
dustry is constantly improving its prod- 
uct, and that the requirements of the 
Army will be satisfactorily met by the 
use of these tractors. A satisfactory 
pintle has been developed and stand- 
ardized for use on all prime movers. 


Motor Carriages.—The experimental 
mechanized force assembled at Fort 
George G. Meade, Maryland, during the 
year had available for test two motor 
carriages for the 75 mm. gun M1916, 
and one motor carriage for the 155 mm. 
8-inch howitzer M1920. The work of 
reconditioning the two motor carriages 
for the 75 mm. gun M1916 is now 
under way. One of these motor car- 
riages will be shipped to Fort Sill, Ok- 
lahoma, and the other to Fort Benning, 
Georgia, for test. 

Reconnaissance Vehicles. — Twenty- 
three cross country cars were available 
in connection with the maneuvers of the 
mechanized force at Fort George G. 
Meade, Maryland. Performance of these 
cars was generally satisfactory. Dur- 
ing the year the 34th Infantry Regi- 
ment (motorized) has been furnished 
with five light standard commercial 
touring cars, and with eighteen light 
commercial touring cars modified to use 
a larger size balloon tire. Comparative 
tests of the two types will thus be avail- 
able. 

Track Development. — Various types 
of tracks and suspensions have been de- 
signed and tested in the constant effort 
to improve these components of high- 
speed track-laying vehicles. 

Projectiles for Field Artillery Am- 
munition.—The question of using high 
tensile alloy cast iron shell as a substi- 
tute for forged steel shell was under 
investigation. Four different lots of 
75 mm. shell, of different alloys, were 
manufactured, and were subjected to 
metallurgical and fragmentation tests. 
So far as strength is concerned, the 
shell proved satisfactory, but in the 
fragmentation test they gave the char- 
acteristic cast-iron or semi-steel re- 
sults in that the fragments were too 
small to be effective. Twenty-five con- 
tainers were manufactured by a com- 
mercial concern using the electric con- 
tact welding process. 

Projectiles for Seacoast and Anti-Air- 
craft Ammunition.—Manufacture-ef the 
38-inch anti-aircraft shell Mk IX from 
seamless drawn steel tubing is pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily. Considerable 
difficulty was encountered in satisfac- 
torily closing in the base end, but this 
has been overcome, and manufacture by 
this process has proven practical. A 
small lot of these shell was made by a 
commercial concern using the electric 
contact welding process. Metallurgic- 
ally these shells were satisfactory, but 
they did not fragment as well as the 
standard shell. Arrangements have 
been made to obtain an additional lot, 
with the grain of the metal perpend- 
icular to that of the first lot, for fur- 
ther test. The use of gilding metal, in- 
stead of copper, has been found to be a 
great improvement in reducing metal 
fouling in the ‘8-inch and 105-mm. anti- 
aircraft guns, and all new ammunition 
for these guns will be provided with 
projectiles having gilding metal ro- 
tating bands for more extensive tests, 
before adopting this material as 
standard. 

Propellants and Explosives.—A study 
made of the method of manufacturing 
smokeless powder indicates that it will 
probably be practicable to materially 
reduce the time required for the purifi- 
cation of nitrocellulose without any sac- 
rifices of stability, and with great econ- 
omy in the consumption of water and 
steam used in the process. Experi- 
ments in the manufacture of smokeless 
powder from purified wood cellulose, 
now available in large quantities, have 
demonstrated that this material may be 
regarded as a satisfactory substitute 
for putrified cotton liners. A standard 
method has been adopted for determin- 
ing the viscosity of cellulose, and an in- 
formal agreement has been reached 
with the Navy leading to the adoption 
of uniform specifications for all of the 
ingredients of smokeless powder. ‘ 
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C. & G. S. School Details 

N THE selection of student officers 

of the Regular Army for the 1930-32 
Class of the Command and General 
Staff School at Fort Leavenworth, the 
Secretary of War has directed that 
they be selected from officers of field 
grade who will be less than 50 years 
of age on Sept. 1, 1930, from captains 
who on Oct. 1, 1929, were among the 
first 1500 on the promotion list, and 
who on Sept, 1930, will be less than 50 
years of age, and from captains below 
the first 1500 on the promotion list on 
Oct. 1, 1929, who are particularly quali- 
fied for higher training and who on 
September, 1930, will be less than 45 
years of age. However, the number 
of officers from this latter category 
will not exceed 10 per cent of the to- 
tal authorized for any branch. 

All officers recommended for the de- 
tail must possess those qualifications 
which make them suitable for higher 
command and general staff training. 

A departure from past policies in 
the selection of students for this school 
is that graduates of the 1929-30 Classes 
of the advanced courses of special serv- 
ice schools will not be recommended for 
detail as students of the 1930-32 Class 
at the Command and General Staff 
School. Hereafter graduates of ad- 
vanced courses will be required to serve 
at least two years with troops or on 
other duty before being detailed as 
students at the Command and General 
Staff School. 

The total number of students for the 
1930-32 Class is 182. One hundred and 
twelve of this number have been al- 
lotted to the arms, ten to the services 
and ten to the Secretary of War. The 
apportionment of students to the arms 
is as follows:

Current Inf. Projects 


DEVELOPMENTS now going for- 

ward in ordnance, materiel, and 
equipment at Ft. Benning include the 
following: 

About 25 of the latest type armor- 
piercing shells for the 37 mm. gun 
were sent by the Ordnance Department 
for test by the Infantry Board. They 
were not loaded with high explosive. 

The shells were fired at 70 yards 
against obsolete French Renault tanks, 
which have armor six-tenths of an inch 
thick. Nineteen hits were identified as 
armor-piercing. It was concluded that, 
under the conditions obtaining, a tank 
can be disabled by an inert 37 mm, 
armor-piercing projectile. Further test 
with both inert and high explosive ree- 
ommended. 

After an extended test at the Infan- 
try School, an experimental radio transe 
mitter and receiver, type SCR-131, has 
been recommended for adoption as 
standard in both Infantry regimental 
and brigade sets. 

This set is a loop, continuous wave, 
telgraph receiving and transmitting 
set. It has a frequency band of 3,960 
to 4,360 kilocycles. It allows direc 
communication between Infantry an 
an observation plane. It is capable 
operating over a maximum distance 0 
five miles and can be transported by 
two men. Power for the transmitter 
tube and plate circuit is obtained from 
a hand generator. 

The Chief of Infantry recently rec- 
ommended that a gunner’s pouch for 
the 3-inch trench mortar. The Infan- 
try Board concludes that a need for 
such a pouch exists. 

The Cavalry cooking pack outfits will 
be tested in Panama and the Philippines 
for use by the Infantry, the same pub- 
lication states. It is divided into three 
units, which will cook for an organiza- 
tion of 180 men, with the Phillips pack 
saddle they weigh 292 pounds. 





City Wants Cutter 
BILL has been introduced in the 
Senate authorizing the city of Oak- 
land, California, to use the Coast 
Guard cutter Bear as a nautical train- 
ing ship. 
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What! Propaganda? 
THE policy of the National Council 
for the Prevention of War is con- 
tained in a multigraphed “news re- 
lease” to daily newspapers throughout 


the country mailed from its Washing- 
ton office marked “For Release No- 
vember 10. 

It follows: 

“Abolish the Battleship!” is to be 
one of the chief slogans of the Na- 
tional Council for Prevention of War 
this winter, as voted by this delegated 
body at its recent Annual Meeting in 
Washington, D. C.,.and an editorial 
embodying and explaining this policy 
by Frederick J. Libby, Executive Sec- 
retary of the National Council, will be 
tha leading article in the Council’s 
“News Bulletin” which will appear to- 
morrow. 

The abolition of the battleship is 
urged by Mr. Libby as the obvious 
economy that would not diminish na- 
tional security since “the airplane has 
made the battleship just about as ob- 
solete as the dodo” and since “a sav- 
ing of $40,000,000 a year” is possible 
by this measure. The abolition of the 
submarine will probably be blocked, he 
says, by the French and Italians, the 
reduction of destroyers is not signifi- 
cant, and we are apparently destined 
to build more cruisers instead of re- 
ducing them. Therefore he says our 
economy must come in battleships. 

The statement of the Council’s policy 
with respect to the Naval Conference 
is embodied in the following two para- 
graphs: 

“Parity” Distrusted 

We rejoice in the definite acceptance 
by our Government of the responsi- 
bility inherent in the General Pact for 
the Renunciation of War for the de- 
velopment of the means for pacific set- 
tlement of disputes, and the drastic re- 
duction of armaments, with abandon- 
ment of naval competition as a dang- 
erous step towards war. We distrust 
the principle of parity as lending it- 
self to new lines of competition, un- 
less it be inseparably linked with the 
letter and the spirit of the Pact. It is 
on the basis of the Pact and in this 
sense of parity that the naval nego- 
tiations between President Hoover and 
Prime Minister MacDonald have been 
conducted. The naval parity main- 
tained for more than 100 years on the 
Great Lakes should now be the uni- 
versally accepted standard for the dis- 
armament of the seas. 


The London Conference 

We regard as of major importance 
to the peace of the world the success 
of the London Conference for limita- 
tion and reduction of the 5 great nav- 
ies. The British Government is urg- 
ing that this Conference seek the abol- 
ition of the submarine, and in this ef- 
fort our Government is cooperating. 
We recommend that our Government 
be urged to seek, as consistent with 
its pacific and economic policies, the 
abolition of the battleship and general 
reductions in other classes of naval 
vessels—cruisers, destroyers and air- 
plane-carriers. 


Cotton Khaki Developed 


AFTER a series of experiments ex- 

tending over a long period and ac- 
companied by many failures a khaki 
colored cotton cloth for enlisted men’s 
uniforms and a dye which is considered 
permanent have been developed. The 
cloth is made up of a two-ply yarn for 
both warp and filling. It will retain 
its shape without starch and is mer- 
cerized which adds to its appearance. 
Both the cloth and dye have withstood 
all laboratory tests. 


In order to make an extended serv- 
ice test of this cloth, the Commanding 
General, Eighth Corps Area, Maj. Gen. 
William Lassiter, has been directed to 
designate four units (companies, troops 
or batteries) serving at different sta- 
tions in his Corps Area, the enlisted 
men of which will be furnished uni- 
forms of the new cloth. The units 
which are designated are to be at sta- 
tions which have Government laundry 
facilities. The test will cover the en- 





* tire season of the calendar year 1930 


and a report of the results will be 
rendered on September 30th of that 
year. 

Each enlisted man of the designated 
units whose term of service runs thru- 
out the period of the test will be is- 
sued two uniforms. In order to insure 
a thorough test, it has been directed 
that these uniforms be given constant 
and hard wear.

How True Are Figures? 


([OMPARISON of the cost of operat- 

ing our National Defense with that 
of other nations finds treatment ed- 
itorially in the Charleston Mail which 
shows that such comparison in dollars 
and cents is not the true comparison it 
appears to be. 

“The Economist, the leading British 
economic review,” the Mail says, “finds 
that the United States is spending 
$879,000,000 for armaments, while 
Britain is spending but $750,000,000. 
This is another trick with those honest 
figures, which, if not juggled by ex- 
perts, never lie. In listing the Brit- 
ish expenditure, the Economist neg- 
lects to include the figures of the ar- 
mament expenditures of such British 
countries as Australia, Canada, India, 
the Irish Free State, New Zealand and 
South Africa. If -we make the proper 
comparison, the equation would be: The 
United States, $879,000,000; the Brit- 
ish Empire, $836,427,000. 

“However, the Economist admits 
that the United States can better af- 
ford what it spends than any other 
country, observing that ‘the income of 
the 120,000,000 inhabitants of the 
United States, estimated at $80,000,- 
000,000, is about as large as that of 
the 480,000,000 inhabitants of Europe 
and considerably higher than that of 
the rest of the world.’ 

“The important point is not the 
amount expended by the United States 
compared with what Great Britain 
spends on armament, but what similar 
amounts spent in the two countries 
produce. It will readily be admitted 
by all that from the expenditure of 
$800,000,000 by Great Britain, that 
country would get a larger return than 
would the United States from the ex- 
penditure of a similar amount. For 
instance, if the United States and 
Great Britain each should build a ten 
thousand-ton cruiser that was, the one 
the exact duplicate of the other in 
every thing, the cruiser built by the 
United States would cost more than 
the one built by Great Britain. 

“It is hardly necessary to explain 
that the difference in cost would be due 
to the cost of labor, for labor is more 
highly paid in the United States than 
in any other country in the world. This 
higher labor would not only be that 
entering into the actual construction 
of the vessel, but would be reflected 
in the cost of every kind of material 
and equipment of the American ves- 
sel. Thus it will be seen that the 
amount of money spent is no true 
measure of what is being done in arma- 
ment construction. That is found only 
when what has been constructed has 
been measured. 

“The American soldier in the field 
costs more than any other soldier in 
the world. He has been used to more, 
he expects more and he demands more. 
And it is this way all along the line.”

In a recent 
bulletin, the Bureau states that it will 
encourage, in some cases, efforts made 
to return to Pensacola, and judgment 
will be made in every case on the mer- 
its of the individual case. 

Age will be a determining factor, 
for it is believed that when an officer 
of experience and mature years is 
found not qualified to continue train- 
ing the decision is generally speaking,

e exactions of Naval aviation—for- 
mation flying, taking off and i 
on carriers, and so forth—are suc 
that to permit him to continue flying 
would, in the opinion of the experienced 
flyers who pass judgment upon him, 
expose him and probably others to un- 
necessary and unjustifiable risks. The 
mental and physical make up of such 
an officer is more or less set, so to 
speak, ~and there is no reason to an- 
ticipate such a change with the pas- 
sage of time as would justify making 
a further attempt to qualify him 

With the younger officer the situa- 
tion is different. Except in certain 
cases in which there exists a basic 
trait of character, a physical deficiency, 
or some disqualification of a manifestly 
permanent character, it remains always 
possible that in time there will be such 
a change in the circumstances of any 
individual case as to warrant again 
attempting to qualify the student who 
has once failed. 

In general, the Bureau considers that 
the determination as to whether or not 
an officer should be returned to Pen- 
sacola must be based largely on the 
efforts the individual has made to over- 
come the deficiencies for which he was 
originally dropped. from training. In 
many cases this will come about 
through the development of a some- 
what more mature point of view, in 
more cases through further flying ex- 
perience to be gained by taking advan- 
tage of every opportunity when in com- 
pany with aircraft units. 

The same question has arisen as af- 
fecting enlisted men. From time to 
time, the Bureau receives requests for 
flight training from men who have pre- 
viously undergone flight training at 
Pensacola and failed. 

Each one of such cases is considered 
on its merits. When such a request 
is received in the Bureau, it is for- 
warded to the Naval Air Station, Pen- 
sacola, for recommendation. Based on 
their records of previous training, Pen- 
saloca recommends either approval or 
disapproval. In each case the recom- 
mendation of Pensacola is followed in 
determining whether or not a man shall 
be reassigned to flight training. 





The past year has witnessed impor- 
tant developments in virtually every 
phase of civil aeronautics, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce notes. Spectac- 
ular achievements have combined with 
day-in and day-out scheduled opera- 
tions to bring aeronautics hefore the 
public to an unprecedented degree, 
which in turn has enabled the industry 
to advance with gratifying celerity. 
Perhaps because of this, capital in 
rapidly increasing volume has been 
made available for aviation. The 
urge to merge, which has been no- 
ticeable throughout the business world 
during the past few years, has resulted.

magnitude, both in the manufacture 
of aircraft and in the operation of air 
lines. Air commerce, the dream of 
centuries, has now become an integral 
part of the Nation’s business. 

Actual aeronautical progress during 
the fiscal year 1929 includes increases 
in businesses already established, in- 
auguration of operations previously 
only in project, and totally new devel- 
opments. Another classification of 
progress, in both subdivisions of which 
very large strides have been made, in- 
eludes (1) scheduled transport, which 
consists of regularly scheduled opera- 
tions over established routes; and (2) 
miscellaneous air services, which in- 
clude sightseeing, messenger service, 
aerial photography, student instruction, 
private fiying, etc.

Bolling Field (Special)—After a 
350 mile flight from Dayton, in which 
it was guided by an automatic pilot, a 
three-motored Air Corps Ford trans- 
port, containing Lt. A. F. Hegenberger, 
AC, of Hawaiian Por fame, y A.

space beneath the pilot’s seat, and ac- 
tually controls the plane in flight. It 
includes two gyroscopes, one horizontal 
and one vertical, which operate the 
ship through the regular system of 
controls. The pilot merely sets his 
course, and the automatic pilot holds 
the plane to it. Altitude may be in- 
creased by merely turning 93 small 
thumbscrew, and the apparatus main- 
tains the plane on an even keel under 
all conditions of flight. 

The automatic pilot gives promise of 
being a most useful instrument in the 
handling of large airplanes, relieving 
the pilot of much of the strain of the 
straight and level flying and giving 
him as a result the opportunity of de- 
voting more of his attention to his 
maps, navigation, watching for other 
airplanes, and noting the action of 
his instruments. Perhaps the new 

ilot will find its greatest service in 
Rying an airplane through regions of 
poor visibility—through dark nights 
or foggy areas where the experienced 

ilot is loath to rely upon his personal 
eel. Flying by instrument at the 
mt time is practicable but very 
Patiguing to the pilot. In military 
aeronautics the automatic pilot would 
be of considerable advantage for use 
in long range bombing airplanes. It 
is possible that such a stabilizer would 
be excellent equipment -for aerial 
hotographic planes due to its smooth 
fying qualities and ability to fly in a 
straight line. It is quite possible that 
many of our large ships will in the 
future be equipped with this or a 
similar but improved device. As the 
size of airplanes increases an auto- 
matic pilot will be more and more a 
necessary part of their equipment. 

Air Corps engineers are much inter- 
ested in the possibilities of stabilizing 
devices and expect to continue their 
development in the future.

WAITING WITH PATIENCE 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: | 
PLEASE grant me enough space in 

your good paper in order that I 
may make a few suggestions, refer- 
ence stagnation in promotion. 

Promotion! Letters, letters, column 
after column of them written by offi- 
cers from second lieutenant to colonels 
reference the stagnation in promotion 
of OFFICERS! But, Alas! not much 
is said about the “backbone of the 
Army.” 

I wish to refer to a certain class of 
non-commissioned officers, namely, the 
battalion sergeants major of the line. 
This particular class of non-commis- 
sioned officers have been discriminated 
against to a certain degree. Before 
the War the battalion and squadron 
sergeants major were in a grade high- 
er than the First Sergeant. In 1920, 
the War Department revised and re- 
arranged men in the first three grades, 
placing the battalion sergeants major 
‘in a grade below that of First Ser- 
geant. Since the inauguration of our 
new personnel system of administra- 
tion a First Sergeant’s duties and re- 
sponsibilities have been materially de- 
creased. About all the administrative 
duties he performs under the new sys- 
tem is keeping the morning report, 
sick book and duty roster. All other 
company administrative duties are per- 
formed at headquarters under the su- 
pervision of the regimental and bat- 
talion sergeants major. 

In the case of a detached battalion 
the battalion sergeant major is senior 
by virtue of his position as Post Ser- 
geant Major, yet, he is always junior 
in grade. This is unjust, not satisfac- 
tory, and I believe any regimental com- 
mander will so state. 

This situation is merely an over- 
sight on the part of those who in 1920 
were charged with the responsibility of 
the revision of the different grades in 
the Army, no thought or consideration 
being given to any certain class, which 
was in error. 

I say, give us a fifty fifty break. 
Give us the grade of Technical Ser- 
geant. Let the battalion and squad- 
ron sergeants major of the line be 
designated as Technical Sergeants of 
Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, etc. 
This will give us a rank commensurate 
with our duties, stimulate morale, and 
help to replenish the now empty fam- 
ily coffers.

The present rates of 
pay are absurdly low and insufficient, 
and when compared with the pay of 
cther government employees, prohibi- 
tion agents, etc., it is all out of rea- 
son and proportion to the nature of 
the services they render. Some per- 
sons in high quarters seem astounded 
that our defenders are paid more than 
those of other nations. Well, they 
should be, much higher paid. Our 
standards of living are on a much 
higher plane in all phases. 

Our pacifists would have us place all 
our eggs into the basket of the Kel- 
logg Peace Treaty.

Schofield Barracks (Special) —The 
special firing for this year has just 
been completed by. the 35th —— 
with very gratifying results, acco 
ing to Col. I. C. Welborn, commanding. 
In the 1000-inch machine gun firing 
by the nine rifle companies and Head- 
rs Company, 97.11 per cent of 
the men ed with an average score 
281.18. Headquarters Company and 
Companies A, F, G, K and L, all quali- 
fied 100 per cent. 
In beach firing, the rifle companies 
96.05 per cent with an average 
seore of 140.25 per man. Companies 
E. F. I, K and L qualified 100 per cent. 
In two methods of fire were 
used. In the first a company began 
firing with one gun one and one half 
minutes after the targets had started 
in. This gun fired for about two min- 
utes. The second gun opened fire one 
minute after the first and generally 
fmished about thirty seconds before 
the cease firing signal was given. In 
the other method a company fired one 
gun from one minute after the tar- 
gets started in and the second gun 
from one minute later. Both guns 
reserved 30 rounds for the last 30 sec- 
onds of firing. Companies using the 
second method qualified the largest 
percentage, but lost ammunition on 
several orders due to failure to fire all 
of the 60 rounds reserved. 


Balloon firing with machine guns 
was carried on concurrently with beach 
firing. Nine, and in one case ten, 
specially selected men from the rifle 
and machine gun companies fired at the 
18 balloons per company released at a 
slant range from 250 to 300 from 
the gun. Each man was allowed 150 
rounds, 75 at each balloon. The guns 
were mounted as for anti-aircraft fir- 
ing. There were 216 balloons used ‘of 
which 105 were hit. Average number 
of rounds expended per balloon was 
118.38, with a total of 12,430 rounds 
expended. 

Ten riflemen, of various qualifica- 
tions, fired as a team from each rifle 
company at balloons. Each team fired 
at 18 balloons, consecutively, from the 
sitting position. For each firing 50 
rounds of ammunition was distributed 
on the firing line, five rounds for each 
man. Twenty-five additional rounds 
were held behind the line and dis- 
tributed as needed. Fire was opened 
at each balloon at a slant range of 250 
yards and continued at will until the 
balloon was hit, had passed outside the 
safety limits, or until the 75 rounds 
had been expended. - 

A comparison of the machine gun 
anti-aircraft balloon firing and the rifle 
anti-aircraft balloon firing clearly in- 
dicates the efficiency of aimed fire 
from the rifle. The two weapons, rifle 
and machine gun, were used under ex- 
actly similar conditions but usually the 
rifle fire would burst the balloon 
shortly after its release, while the ma- 
chine gun fire frequently failed to 
touch it at all. 

Eighteen men from each rifle com- 
pany and 21 from each machine gun 
company fired at a sleeve target towed 

an airplane. Each man fired at the 

leeve twice using 75 rounds of am- 
munition for each course. Twenty per 
cent of the ammunition in each belt 
was tracers. Twelve guns were 
mounted on the new machine gun anti- 
aircraft trailers, six of which fired at 
the towed target and the six others 
were used to track the target. Quite 
different results were obtained by the 
various companies, the lowest number 
of hits by any company was four and 
the highest number 71. The average 
number of hits per target was 31.75.

Gen. Wessells was born in Sacketts 
Harbor, N. Y., Dec. 24, 1846.

As a member of that 
earnest and patriotic group of ‘uni- 
versity graduates who offered their 
services to their country in its emer- 
gency, he was commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant of Infantry on August 15, 
1917, promoted to the grade of First 
Lieutenant of Infantry, August 24, 
1918, in which grade he served through 
the war.

His painstaking care in the perform- 
ance of duty, his loyalty to his com- 
manding officer and to his associates, 
his sense of fairness and justice to 
those under his care, his broad outlook 
upon and a wholesome love for the 
military service may be taken as an 
example by all.

NG Uses New Target 


Boston (Special).—A new rifle tar- 
get will be used by the Massachusetts 
National Guard in the coming indoor 
target season. Those who have put in 
requisitions for “X” targets will re- 
ceive officially known as “Target, Pa- 
per, small-bore, A-75 feet.” 

The new target has six bull’s-eyes. 
Sighting shots only are fired on the 12 
o’clock bull and the ten recerd shots 
are fired two shots on each of the re- 
maining five bull’s eyes. In rapid fire 
all ten shots should be fired at a single 
bull’s-eye and for this purpose the six 
o’clock bull’s-eye is the best. The rings 
of the new target count from five to 
ten, and the outside ring which counts 
five measures 2.835 inches in diameter. 
This means that one must hold and 
squeeze just right to get a string of 
tens. It also means that a shot just 
outside of the five-ring counts noth- 
ing. The indoor qualification course 
this winter will be fired on these new 
targets and so will the indoor matches. 
This new target has been used for sev- 
eral years by the N. R. A. with great 
success.

President, it is understood, goes into 
considerable detail in regard to the 
abandonment of Army posts. The re- 
port takes a number of the them up 
one by one and gives a number of 
reasons in each case why it could be 
abandoned and a number of reasons 
why it should not leaving the ultimate 
decision to the President or Congress. 

Mr. Barbour is quite evidently in fa- 
vor of abandoning a number of posts 
whose locations have no strategical 
value, militarily speaking. He realizes 
as well as anyone that any move to 
abandon these will meet with swenu- 
ous opposition from the Congressman 
representing those districts. 

“It often happens,” he points out, 
“that a railroad decides to move its 
shops from one location to another or 
to abandon one set of shops altogether 
for economical reasons. The town that 
sprung up around those shops may be 
entirely dependent upon them but that 
does not deter the railroads. That is 
purely a business proposition.” 

In the same manner he believes that 
the Army should give up posts which 
are expensive, but of little value 
strategically or could be operated more 
cheaply at another location. 

What will happen to the Air Corps 
program is another problem. That it is 
now behind its scheduled development 
is generally conceded, but what will be 
done about it is problematical. The 
President in announcing the total of 
the 1931 budget as $3,830,000,000 said 
that this budget provides for the full 
five-year increment to the army avia- 
tion program, but that in view of the 
fact that there has been some lag in 
the appropriations for that program 
during the last four years, he now pro- 
poses to take up this slack in the fol- 
lowing year. How this schedule will 
be received by such ardent air advo- 
cates as Representative James remains 
to be seen. Mr. James already has 
announced that he plans to hold an in- 
quiry into the subject of the Air Corps 
building program and if it has not 
been kept up to date to find out why. 

The President announced that the 
budget provides for increased funds 
for waterways and flood control of ap- 
proximately $10,000,000. Rivers and 
harbors appropriations have been in-- 
creased by $5,000,000 and flood control 
by $5,000,000.

Lord Allenby, who captured Jerusalem in the World War, considered 
that recent events in Paiestine seemed to emphasize the danger of any op- 
timism leading to a lessening of safeguards. 

“British, armed forces,” he said, “have been a great universal police 
force and we must keep them at such strength that we can, when required, 
safeguard and uphold the mandates with which Britian has been entrusted.”

Argentine Ship Sets Record 


THE La Rioja, the last of three large 

and powerfully armed destroyer 
flotilla leaders built for the Argentine 
Navy in England recently set what is 
believed to be a world’s record for its 
class.

New Chief Constructor 


‘THE nomination of Rear Adm. Geo. 
H. Rock to be Chief Constructor 
of the Navy and Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair was an- 
nounced last week. Adm. Rock will 
succeed Rear Adm. John D. Beuret 
whose application for retirement after 
40 years’ service has been approved, 
to become effective on November 20. 

Adm. Beuret became Chief of the 
Bureau on July 2, 1922, and was reap- 
pointed to a second four-year term in 
1926. He was born at ‘Antwerp, Ohio, 
January 17, 1871, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy in 1888, gradu- 
ating for years years later at the head 
of his class. He then took some post- 

uate work at the School of Mines 
in Paris and the next year attended 
the Ecole du’Genie Maritime in Paris 
getting his degree in 1895. 

During the Admiral’s term of office, 
the USS Lexington and Saratoga, the 
largest airplane carriers in the world, 
have been built by the Navy and work 
on the cruiser program put well under 


way. 

In 1920 Adm. Beuret was presented 
with the Navy Cross, for “planning 
the conversion of the vessels of the 
mine-laying force in connection with 
the North Sea barrage” in addition to 
other meritorious work during the war- 

Although his permanent satus is that 
of Captain, the Chief Constructor will 
retire with rank of Rear Admiral by 
reason of retirement while serving as 
Chief of Bureau. 

Rear Adm. Rock was born in Hast- 
ings, Mich., November 21, 1868, and 
was appointed as Naval Cadet in 1885. 
Following his graduation in 1889 he 
served in the Navy until July 1, 1891, 
when his resignation was accepted. On 
the same days, he was appointed an 
Assistant Naval Constructor. In 1898 
he was made a Naval Constructer. 

During the war, Adm. Rock was 
commissioned as Captain, ranking from 
August 29, 1916. In 1920 he was made 
manager of the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
and later in 1923 became Assistant 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, the position from which 
he is now elevated. He assumed his 
present rank of Rear Admiral on Au- 
gust 1, 1929. 

The new Chief Constructor was 
awarded the Navy Cross for “excep- 
tionally meritorious service in a duty 
of great responsibility as Construction 
Officer of the Navy Yord, New York, 
N. Y.

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Victory Called Nation’s 

Louisville, Ky. (Special)—America’s 
victory in the World War was not 
a victory of the soldiers and sailors, 
but was a triumph of the entire coun- 
try, Gen. Charles P. Summerall, chief 
of staff, declared in an Armistice Day 
address here Monday. 

“I come before you,” Gen. Summer- 
all said, “on behalf of the Army of the 
United States. Between that organi- 
zation and Louisville there has always 
existed pride in each other and mutual 
good esteem. It is well for us to rec- 
ollect that Louisville came into exist- 
ence through a military agency. In the 
spring of 1778 George Rogers Clark 
embarked on that desperate enterprise 
which, without his genius, would have 
been only mad adventure, but which 
resulted in the casting of the shadow 
of a nation, scarcely born, from the 
crests of the Appalachians to the banks 
of the Mississippi. 

“But, even as we pause,” he contin- 
ued, “in devout meditation on the ar- 
dent courage of those fighting men 
and pay our inadequate tribute to 
those who fell in order that something 
greater than themselves might endure, 
we must not lose sight of the fact that 
the Great War was not only the sol- 
dier’s and the sailor’s war, it was 
America’s war, that: the triumph was 
the triumph of our entire country. 
Our armed forces formed the tempered 
cutting edge of the blade which smote 
and rent the fabric of hostile arro- 
gance; the weight behind it which gave 
it power was that of a whole nation 
irrevocably committed to battle, sternly 
resolved that the path to freedom lay 
through the gate of victory. 

“The Army of the United States, that 
organization which in peace, as well 
as in war, constitutes a representative 
cross section of our citizenry, is justi- 
fiably proud of its record in that stu- 
pendous conflict. Among the deeds of 
its members we find acts of heroism un- 
surpassed in the annals of our history. 
Its record is replete with instances of 
leadership on the part of all ranks, 
deeds which were inspiring in their con- 
ception and execution. Tried by the 
searing fires of war, it stood the test 
supremely well, it proved itself fit to 
perform its designated task—to uphold 
our honor and protect our rights. But 
it is well to repeat that the glory of 
this day does not pertain to the fight- 
ing forces alone. The victory is our 
nation’s triumph. And so it is su- 
premely fitting that we should mark 
this anniversary as a day of universal 
rejoicing throughout our broad and 
prosperous country. 

“A day of victory, a day of thank- 
fulness, Armistice Day is not concerned 
entirely with the commemoration of 
what is now history. Like our indom- 
itable soldiers it faces forward, not 
backward, the future not the past. Let 
us hold before us steadfastly the essen- 
tial fact that we were successful in war 
because of the innate soundness of our 
national character. It.was patriotism, 
self-sacrifice and loyalty that gained the 
day for us. It is in the practice of 
these same virtues that we can make 
the future secure and happy. Let us 
make of Armistice Day something more 
than an occasion for memories, let us 
make of it also an opportunity for re- 
dedication of ourselves to the continu- 
ing progress of our great country.” 


Scan Legislation 


FACING a situation in Congress, due 

to the approaching limitation con- 
ference in January, that. bodes ill for 
favorable action on naval legislation, 
particularly with respect to any new 
construction of ships, naval officials are 
anticipating comparatively little con- 
sideration of naval matters in the early 
part of the session. 

Obviously, outside of current funds 
for fleet operation, nothing will be done 
about increase of the Navy pending the 
outcome of the conference with the re- 
sult that there will be little appropria- 
tion outside current expenses. 

In view of this department officials 
plan to concentrate on the pending 
Shore Establishment bill which passed 
the House at the last session, but failed 
to get through the Senate. Carrying 
slightly more than $10,000,000 this 
measure provides for shore improve- 
ments, many of which have been held 
up for three or four years in order that 
the major expenditures could go to the 
forces afloat. 

Regardless of the outcome of the con- 
ference, these improvements are neces- 
sary and it is felt that it can be taken 
care of at this session, when the naval 
expenditures are at a very low ebb, 
without embarrassment to the admin- 
istration financial program. Hearings 
on the bill and the debate last session 
showed the temper of Congress and 
there seems to be every prospect that 








it will be brought out and acted on this 
Fall

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Adams Urges Pay Study

extent as to how it will fit into the 
financial program. 

In addition to the action of Secre- 
tary Adams, other recent developments 
have brightened immeasurably the 
prospects of an investigation of the 
service pay situation at the regular 
session. 

It was learned this week that there 
was a possibility of the Joint Reso- 
lution coming up in the Senate during 
the special session so that it could be- 
gin to function with the opening of the 
regular session. This move would be 
predicated on the fact that it would 
not be new legislation and therefore 
not “extraneous” but merely the in- 
stigation of an investigation. 

With such sponsors as Senator Reed, 
Acting Chairman James of the House 
Military Affairs Committee who has 
declared his intention of demanding ac- 
tion on his joint resolution immediately 
the session opens, Chairman Britten of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee 
and other influential members of ihe 
Senate and House there seems every 
likelihood that the investigation will 
be made. 

Other factors that cannot be over- 
looked include the strong endorsement 
of the movement by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, Charmfers of Com- 
merce, of Newport, Charleston, Wash- 
ington and other cities, the resolution 
adopted by the Chicago Legionnaires 
and favorable action taken by prac- 
tically all the veteran and patriotic or- 


ganizations. 

Secretary Adams’ letter, sent to both 
Senator Hale and Rep. Britten, fol- 
lows: 


“My Dear Mr. Chairman: ; 

“As you are probably aware, in the 
last Congress, and again in this Con- 
gress, Joint Resolutions (now S. J. Res. 
7 and H. J. Res. 26, 7ist Congress) 
were introduced in both Houses provid- 
ing for the appointment of a joint 
committee of five Senators and five 
Representatives to investigate and re- 
port recommendations relative to the 
readjustment of the pay and allowances 
of the commissioned and enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey and the Public Health 
Service, all of which are at present 
grouped together, with respect to their 
compensation, in the general Act of 
June 10, 1922. ; 

“In order that should such a commit- 
tee be formed, the Navy Department 
might be fully prepared to furnish the 
resulting committee with any informa- 
tion and advices it might desire, and 
also that such information and advices 
might not be contrary to the interests 
of the other services involved, I sug- 
gested to the Secretaries of War of 
the Treasury and of Commerce the for- 
mation of an Interdepartmental Board 
to go thoroughly into the application 
of the present laws and to recommend 
any changes therein necessary for the 
efficiency of the services. The Depart- 
ments addressed agreed to my sugges- 
tion and a board was formed of rank- 
ing officers of the six services, with 
Read Adm. Luke McNamee, U. S. Navy, 
as the senior and presiding member. 

“This Board after some months of 
work submitted an exhaustive report, 
reviewing the history of pay legisla- 
tion for the services, deducing the basic 
pringiples on which pay laws for the 
military services should be formed, set- 
ting forth the disadvantages and in- 
equities existing under the present law, 
and finally recommending the general 
form in which, in the opinion of the 
Board, legislation in revision of the ex- 
isting law should be enacted. 

“I was, and am, much interested in 
the report of the Board and am con- 
vinced that, in view of the conditions 
existing in the Navy under the pres- 
ent law, legislation in revision thereof 
is most necessary. I am in accord with 
and approve the Board’s statements of 
existing conditions. 

“I understand that, at the direction

(Continued from First Page) 
great as the settlement of incidental 
controversies. We must, where oppor- 
tunity offers, work steadfastly to re- 
move the deeper causes and frictions 
which lead to disputes and ill will. One 
of those causes is competition in arma- 
ment. 

“* * * It is first and foremost to rid 
ourselves of this danger that I have 
again initiated naval negotiations. * * * 

“We must reduce and limit warships 
by agreement only. I have no faith in 
the reduction of armaments by example 
alone. 

“Until such time as nations can 
build the agencies of pacific settlement 
on stronger foundations; until fear, the 
most dangerous of all national emo- 
tions, has been proved groundless by 
long proof of international honesty, un- 
til the power of world public opinion 
as a restraint of aggression has had 
many years of test, there will not have 
been established that confidence which 
warrants the abandonment of prepared- 
ness for defense among nations. To 
do so may invite war. 

“IT am for adequate preparedness as 
a guaranty that no foreign soldier shall 
ever step upon the soil of our country. 

“* * * For many years, and born of 
a poignant personal experience, I have 
held that food ships should be made 
free of any interference in times of 
war. I would place all vessels laden 
solely with food supplies on the same 
footing as hospital ships. The time 
has come when we should remove star- 
vation of women and children from the 
weapons of warfare.” 





For Chilean Navy

rows-in-Furness shipyard in England. 
The submarine depot ship Araucano is 
destined to be the depot ship of six 
large submarines of the Capitan 
O’Brien class. Two other submarines 
similar to the Capitan O’Brien are un- 
der construction at the Barrows-in- 
Furness shipyard. The six and last of 
the water carrying tugs being built for 
the Chilean Navy has also been re- 
cently finished.
